fortunate Inmates.

Public Printing — An Explanation of 
Laws.

The law classifies ihe work and the 
board has nothlag whatever to do with 
assigning work. 

In the first place, it Is the duty of 
the printing commission, composed of' 
the governor auditor, treasurer, sec¬ 
retary of state and attorney general, 
every two years to let all the public 
printing, which Is by law divided into 
four classes, to toe lowest and best 
bidder. Th«* other duty of this board 
is to pass upon bills presented by the 
public printers for work done for the 
-state. When a contract for the print¬ 
ing of any class is awarded to a bid¬ 
der he Is required by law to enter 
Into a bond with the state to furnish 
all printing of that class to the state 
for two years at the contract price 
When this is done the state gtiaran 
tees to the printer ail of the printing 
of the class- embraced In his contract. 
The printing commission has nothing 
w-hatever to do with ordering any 
work from the printer. The heads of 
the departments make requisitions 
upon the printer from time to time for 
work as it Is needed in the various 
departments. The superintendent of 
publtc Instruction once every four 
years makes, a requisition upon the 
printer- for jooks that tbe law re¬ 
quires to be urnished to the teachers 
and trustees of the state, to he Kept 
as records n their respective dis 
trirte. 

In 1902. the superintendent of pub¬ 
lic instruction, following the prece¬ 
dent set by Governor Bradley and ad 
ministration. I ordered ' from H+nr.v 
Bacon, the contractor to whom the 
second class Hinting had heen award 
pd. 19.000 of these books which were 
shipped to IK * various counties of thi 
state.
